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A GOOD RECORD.

General Garfleid’s Speech.

We have heretofore glven some figures to
show with what Integriiy and economy
President Gasnt is ndministering the af-
fairs of Government, We give below, us
additional testimony, some very gratifying

How wis
it when the Republiean Administration
punder Gen, Grant came into im\n-r‘.’ The
year ending June 80, 1869, w hich embraced
only about four months of General Grant's
administration, showed expenditures of
B321,000,000—an falling off of 356,000,000,
Andl the yenr which will elose on the 30th
of June next, by the ofMicial estimates of the
Socretary of the Treasury, will bring the
expenditures down toF202 000 000, o further
reduction of nearly thirty million dollars
from the expenditure of last year. This is
the difference between the Administration |
which the gentleman supported and that

of the Bepublicun party. From the time

uf Mr, Ju'un-ull'rt apostusy to the elose of

his sdministration the expenditures were |
constantly ncreasing.

No, sir; the
tax was reduced three fourtbs, General
Grant's administration wis to eollect about
sixty-five cents on the jon, and from
that they have ¢o $24,500,000, ns
against §13,500,000 in the co ding six
months of Mr, Johuson's administration,
when the tax was two dollers n gallon !

Now, how does that come aboul? By
the fuct that the whisky revenue service
was reeking with corruption under the ad-
ministration of Andrew Johnson, and that

Hence re-
sult, especially in young persous, an arrest
of the growth of the v ; low stature;
u pallid and sallow hue of the surfuce; an
insuffielent and unhealthy supply of food,
and weak bodily powers. In persons more
advanced in life, these effects, although
longer in making their appearanee, super-
vene at lust, and with a celerity in propor-
tion to the extent to which this vile habit
is enrried,

L Bmoking generates thirst and vital
depression ; and to remove these, the use
of stimulating liquors is resorted to, and
often curried to s most injurious extent,
Thus two of the most debasing habits and
vices to which human nature can be de-

raded are indulged in to the injury of the

ndividual thus addicted, to the shortening
of his life, and to the fujur.\' and ruin of
his aﬂ‘:!:ring.

8, Bmeking tobaceo weakens the nerv-
ous powers ; favors a dreamy, imaginative,
and imbecile state of existence; produces
Indolenee and lnmpubllltz ¢ Or con-
tinued exertion ; and sinks its votary into
& stute of careless or maudlin activity and
selfish enjoyment of his viece. He ulti-
mately becomes partially, but generally
paralyzed in mind and body—he s subject
to tremors and numerous nervous aflments,
and has recourse to stimulants for their re-
lief, These his vices cannot abate, howev-
er indulged in, snd he ultimately dies a
drivelling idiot, an imbecile paralytic, or a
sufferer from internsl organic disease, at
an age many years short of the avernge
duration of life. These results are not
always prevented by relinquishing the
linhit, after a long continuanee or a very
early adoption of it. These injurious of-
foets often do pot appear until very late in
1ife. "

There are very many blind mendicants
in our city who are reafly suffering for the
necessaries of life ; but here, again, there is
such o host of Imposters who have adopted
the " blind dodge " that it is probable that
the bona fide cases will remain in their un-
fortunute positions until called away from
this world, So adroftly have they learned
to practice their decelt that 1t requires an
experienced eye to distinguish the genuine
from the fraudulent.  They wander nround
dny after day either with » small boy oran
old woman leadi them, and enter the
numerous liquor saloons and grocery-stores
on their route, On an average these char-
acters receive from the charitable during a
day's tramp, which commences us soon ns
the doors are opened in the enrly morning,
from $1 to$8. The blind sufferer! pays his
nssistant or “'stall,” that (|'ﬂlot.-l him around,
from 83 to 85 a week, or divides the profits
at their lodging-house after the %oil of the
day is over.
